^ lilTRODUCTIOil TO REPORT 

The Supplementary Educational Center for the Bottineau County SchooY^^i^l^ 
now completed its sixth year under funding granted to the Center under the 
Federal Title III Program, This report will serve as a summary of the operation 
of the Center as vjell as an evaliaative report.

the original objectives of the Center at that time* The opecific objectives 

were listed as follows: v 

!• to stimulate local improvement and doveloument of guidance' 
counseling and testing service throughout the count3^.

3- to provide assistance to all of the several school districts 
in the. improvement of the Reading Programs. 

h* to provide assistance to administrators in initiating^ 

developing and conducting in-service training for teachers 
in the rural schools • 

5. to provide needed library service for students and library/ 
instructional communication^ in-service training to teachers 
in rural schools. 

6. to provide a means for sharing personnel and materials among 
the various schools and communities. 

7. to provide stimulation for further development of county--i'/ica 
library services for all school children and adults. 

8. to provide a source of literary materials for adults through- 
out the county. 

In addition^, to the above objectives* each phase of the program listed 
specific objectives in their section of the program.

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' Evaluation FrocodurGG ' . ' 

Because, this progran is on the last year of its funding from Title III 
funds this report v;ill be primarily a developmental report durinr; the six year 
period. The report v/ill make no attempt to make further recommendations but will 
note what plans are made for the program for 1973-7U# 
History of the Center 

Bottineau County is a rural county that has a population of approximately j 
11,000. Of these 11,000 approximately 7$/o are rural and 2$';^ uroan uith the 
lar^^est tovin having a population of 25760* The county has approximately I8OO 
elementary students and 8OO secondary students contained in eleven public 
school districts. 

In 1966 a Title III planning grant vjas received to determine the 
educatioiial needs of the county^ The University of Korth Dakota carried out 
the planning grant and wrote a preliminary proposal for the county schools. 

During tho summer of 1967 a Title III grant was received and became 
operational for that school year. The original grant consisted of three 
programs; a county x-jide elementary curriculum director, a vocational counselor, 
and a-county bool<nnobile. The development of each of these programs will be 
treated in a later portion of this report. The project was under the advise- 
ment of a countyi'jide board that consisted of three county school administrators, 
the county superintendent of schools, and one member at large. The administrator 
of the project was Mr. James Ilolx/ell, the superintendent of schools at Bottineau. 

The project v/as basically the same for the first three years of operation. 
The project received a second three year funding in 1970. At this time the 
curriculum director portion of the program was phased into a reading consultant, 
with the other portions of the program remaining the same. During the 1970-71 
year the Bottineau County project, x/as one of \x2 nationwide projects that was 




M for an Innovative Project Award by the National Advisory Council,. 
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The project remained basically the same during the last three years of its 
funding other i>an imp.'ovements in operation and service^:, that were offered 
within each of the respective portions of the Center, «

Objectives 

The sf^ccifi^c stated objectives of tliis phase of the Center wore as follows:

1. To develop student avwreness of vocational opportunities^ manpovjer 
needs ^ post hi^'h school training facilities, and to assist the 
student in coraparing his interests and capabilities with the demands 
of various vocations r 

2- . To assist students in developing positive study habits and to 

facilitate student academic success.

3- To improve e^.7iotiqhal: health in mal^ld justed students and increase 
faculty understanding of problem children. 

Participants 

The county has approximately sixteen hundred elementary and eight hundred 
secondary students attending schools. The area is composed of ten independent 
districttSj each viithout the services of an elementary school counselor and only 
one school possessing the services of a counselor at the secondary level. 

There were several target groups in this program. The major emphasis in 
vocational guidance was placed on junior and senior high school students in the 
county with lesser emphasis on the sophomore and' freshman students. Teachers 
who had students yp.th emotional or learning handicaps were also contacted as 
well as viorking with specific students v/ith emotional and learning problems • 

Development 

The counseling portion of the program was originally developed as primarily 
vocational oriented. After the original implementation of the, program the 
counselor and the advisory board could see the need for additional types of 
services. During the next few years the program expanded to personal counseling^ 
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social counseling^ academic counseling^ referral v/ork^ and in-service pro^rrains 
for teachers. The counselor and board recognized that one counselor could not 
do an adequate job in all areas so a system of priorities v/as developed with 
vocational counselj.n/^^ academic, counseling, and' referral v/ork gainin;^ high 
priorities. The follov/ing includes a list of activities and services that has 

o 

been carried out by this portion of the Center: 

1. group vocational testing and counseling 

2. summer employment opportunities for students 

3. individual vocational testing and counseling 
li. individual parent conferences , 
5- teacher conferences 

6. referrals to area centers 

7. career days ' 

8. individual and jrpup aptitude and ability testing 

9. teacher in-service programs 
10. PTA programs 

During the past 3 years increased emphasis has been placed on secondary 
vocational guidance, l^'\:ndi3 have been e:cpended to purchase a large amount of 
vocational material and this has been disseminated to county student.*^: as v:ell 
as administering and interpreting of aptitivfe and interest tests. 

Career Days have been devedoped by the counselor. County seniors are 
allov/ed the opportunity to talk with and listen to representatives from 35-UO 
different colleges are represented to assist the students. 

Table I is a list of activities that were engaged in by the counselor 
during the past year. This will give a representative sample of the kinds of 
activities of this portion of the project since its inception,.

Jn determining t-he effectiveness of a Gc-rvice type nrogri^in ^he main 
criteria x/ould seem to be the- utili'^ation of the services and the satisfaction 
gained as seen by the school districts* . ' ! 

Tvjo thin:^-s are indicated in -analysing the use of the counseling pro^^ran\ 
I First the wide variety of activities and services that have been utilir.ed by 
the schools and secondly the increa^-e in use by al] schools in the county. 
Records of the counseling program 'indicate that in the first few yeo^s of the

program aost or the use vjas being rriade by a small number of rdools,. 'At the 
present time, each of the districts are making consider able use of the services 
of the program. Another significant fact is,th?-t there is only one other full- 
tim0 caunselor in the county schools, so in many instances the counselor is 
offering services that would l:^e completely lacking if the program were not in 
operation. ^ 

The program will continue to be funded for the 1973-7U school year funded 
by state and local funds. This, "I believe, givcG a stroiig indication of the 
satisfaction uitl) the program that was carried out.

Means of Evaluation ^

visitations to schooxs on a bi-vjeekly basis. Materials were obtained from the 
mobile unit by both students and teachers. In addition the librarian did send 
out certain materials tuat were requested but not on the unit at that time. 
The unit made materials available to adults during the shimmer particular emphasis 
was placed on servicing adults including regular stops at the senior citi'zens 
homes in Bottineau and VJesthope, '

Objectives 
General Objectives 

An effort will be made on county-^ride basis to stimulate the reeiding proi^ram 

grades 1-6. Teachers will have access to new reading, aids, visitations to 

other schools and in-service xjorkshops. -Identification of students reading 

at least one year below grade l3vel will be based on the results of the 

SRA or Iowa Basic. Skills and/or individual reading tests. Children x>7ith severe 

reading problems will be referred to appropriate af;encies for remedial assistance. 

Behaviora.1 Objectives: 

A. The reading consultant .will maintain a regular schedule of visits to 
the participating schools as deterrained from the log, 

B. The reading conf.ultant v:ill supply the county reading teachers grades 
1-6 xiith demonstration and examination reading materials to be used 
in classrooms as determined by a log and a questionnaire administered 
to the teacher. 

C. The reading consultant vj-ill arrange ti^^o in-service reading v/orkshops 
throughout the year. 

D. The- reciding consultant will conduct • follow-up activities at each 

' - school following the in-service workshops as measured by the log. 

E. The reading consultant viill schedule teacher visitations to ohserve 
reading programs in other schools as measured by the log. 

F« ITiere reading tests are. not administered in grades 1-3 in the partici- 
. pating schools, students viill be tested with a reading achievement test 
[ to identify those childre-i with reading problems. 

. G. In special cases v;here a child with severe reading problems is 

identified, the child will be referred to the county counselor, to 
the area Social Service Center, or to the Minot State College Reading 
Clinic for additional diagnostic evaluation, 

H. The reading specialist will demonstrate ways pf teaching reading and 
using reading materials in the classrooms of the' various schools 
ser^'^ed by the project.^ 

I. The reading consultant and the project director will explore the possi- 
bility of conducting a three day reading vrorkshop for college credit 
through the Continuing Education DiviF;ion at the University of North 
Dakota, 
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Participants 

The program was dGlimited to the first three grades in the schools of the 
county. Tlie target groups therefore v;ere the teachers of grades 1-3 and the 
students vxithin these trades. 
. Scope of Program 

The program is designed to provide materials and resource personnel for the 
county schools. As a result much of the program consists of.orderin^c and 
supplyin;^ material and assistin-'^' teachers in the use of such materials. The ■ 
Center has purchased a vjide vaiety of materials for demonstration purposed. 
The Readin^j Specialist has done an. .excellent job of building up a resource 
center in reading. 

Among the activities of the reading specialist were the folloxTjing: 

1^^ V/orked ,vjith county schools in their diagnostic readings programs • 
This was especially true in those schools employing a Basic Skills 
Teacher, , " 

2. Assisted adininistering and- interpreting the Metropolitan Reading 
Readiness tests in seven of the county schools. 

3. ' Referred several people to area social services for further diagnos 

tic work, 

I4. Organi2:Gd two workshops for the teachers in the county, 

.5. Assisted visitations to Minot Campus schools and other area schools 
by county teachers. 

6. Assisted county tea^^hers in identifying students with reading 
difficulties, 

7. Gave demonstrations of reading materials upon request to various 
teachers in the county. 

Analysis of the Program^ 

The objectives of this portion of the program are primarily process type 

" objectives that indicate the procedures to be used by the reading specialist ".n 

carrying out the program. These objectives appear to have been met. It is 

difficult to have a county wide product type of objective as the program is op- 

O al to teachers ^md all schools do not participate to the sarre degree. 
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STAFF AMD O'.T'iRALL GENERAL PROGRAM 

The staff of the iiottineau County Educational Center has consisted of four 
full time and one part-time person plus the nunerous individuals .who assist in 
many direct and indirect ways. Tlie ^'ottineau Coiin*ty Project v;as extremenly- 
fortunate in two ways concerning staff. The first is that of a highly qualified 
and dedicated staff and second the small turnover in staff during the six years 
the -project was in operation. 

The present staff includes: Mrs. Jessie Page^ the reading specialist^ 
Mr. Del Rothmann, the guidance counselor; Mrs. Lorraine Christian^ the librarian; 
Mr. Sebelius, the driver-clerk; and Hrs. Judy IJhiteman^ the aide. In a personnel 
centered project such as this^ the type of staff is extremely iraportant and the 
Bottineau County Project has a xjell qualified staff. 

Of the three major components of the project^ Mrs. Christian has been with 
the project for all six years, Mr. Rothmann for five years^ and Mrs<, Page for 
four years. This has greatly assisted in giving the projrram continuity during 
the six year period. 

Mr. James Holwell has been the project director for the entire six year 
period a):id has given anstintingly of his time and talents • in making, the project 
a success* Mr. Holwell and other members of the advisory board are to^^be 
commended. ■

GEMERAL SUMIt/iRY

This section of the report x/ill include a general summary of the six years 
progress and achievements of the Center, To accomplish thi§ wo vjill reviev; the 
ori.'i^inal objectives to determine the de;^ree of accomplishraent 

1. To stimulate local improvement and development of ;>uidance, counseling, 
and testing service throughput the county* 

This objective has at least been partially met as indicated by the approval 
to continue the pro':^ram for the coming year viith funds other thet Title III 
funds. The utilisation of all of , the materials available has inc^icated that 
the objective is being met. 

2. To provide materials^ sources of information'^^ various communicative 
media relative to vocational guidance programs • 

Perhaps one of the. best indications of whether this objective has been 
met is" to note the larye number of vocational tests and interpretations jiven 
durin^^ the past six years as- wq_ll as observing the kinds of materials and 
activities that have been made available to county students. For many of the 
schools this has been the first opportunity for thdr hi.^h school students to 
have an or^^^anised counselin i^' oro^n-^am. 

3. ' To provide assistance to- all of the several school districts in the 

improvement of the reading programs. 
The log of the reading specialist as mil as the list of activities and 
materials made availabe to the county schools indicate that this objective has 
b,een met to a degree. This portion of the program was difficult to implement 
as all teachers did not respond to the po^si'.le assistance that was available. 
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il. To provide assistance to administrators in initiat'.'.n?;^' developing and 
conducting in-service trainin/^ for teachers in the rural schools. 

Each of the three components did carry on some in-service work x/ith teachers 
in their respective areas. The reading specialist did raost of the v:ork in this 
area. In raost instances the programs \jere set up by the Center personnel^ it 
is highly questionable v/hether an on-^oing system of in-service trainin>^ has 
been developed. This still appears to be a need in the county schools. 

5. To provide needed library service for students and library/instructional 
communication^ in-service training to teachers in i-oiral schools. 

The first pVase of this objective has Deen well met as evidenced by the 
large number of materials and books checked out in the several schools of the 
county. The secoad phase, of tliis . objective has not been met to any great degree 
because of the huge task of accomplishing the first portion. The Advisory 
Board -decided ^ that priority should be ^-;lvea to the distribution of books and 
materials to the stucients. Tliis decision. HouLd seem to have ^.accorapli shed more 
for the students than would a series of in-service workshops. 

6. To provide a means for sharing personnel and/5 materials among the 
various schools and communities. 

The best indicator as to \fhether this objective has been met is to observe 
that the guidance counselor and the bookmobile will continy^ to 'operate in the 
county on a cooperative basis. The county has allocated funds from federal 
revnue sharing to continue with the libraiy and the counseling will continue 
with the utili::iation of local and state funds. 

7. To provide stimulation for further development of _ county -wide library^ 
services for all school children and adults. 

This portion has been answered again by the implementation 01 the program 
for the 1973-7U year with revenue funds. 
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0. To provide f. source of literary materials for adults throu,^!!out the 
county. 

The priorities indicated that the major need \ms for school children, 
therefore, most of the tir.ie and funds were allocated in tliis direction. There 
is evidence that adults did use the bookniooilo to a limited do 'Tee. 



Future of the Project 

A final consideration of the effectiveness of the project Hould be irheth(S?r 
it is bein c continued in part or \faole after the termination' of federal funding* 

The project had been ■ funded -fpr $50^000 for the 1972-73 year; it T-jas the 
feeling of the advisory board that because of tnaterials preseatlv on hand the- 
entire project could function durinr^ the fiscal ye^ar of 19714- on the amount of 
oUi5,000, It has been apparent that this aiaount of faoney would not be available 
to' county sources. Uith this thou-jht in inind the Advisory Cornmittee deleted the 
readin^"^ component from the project for fiscal 197U:^ thus reducing the cost of 
the project. ^ 

The Vocational Education Department of the State of North Dakota ^has — 
agreecl_t^.-f4nanae-^0/i-^^ comoonent for the 197U fiscal year. The 

other ^0% will be paid by the school districts in proportion to the time the 
counselor spends in there school. 

The school Doards, administrators and patrons of the ten school districts 
in Bottineau County requested ■ that the library mobile unit be funded by 
Bottineau County Revenue Sharing i-Ynids. The Couaty Couimissioners have approved 
the request and this component vjill be funde"d for fiscal year 197U.
